His many friends here in Lanbeati 
will be grieved to hear of the tragic 
death of Corporal Michat] Moriarity. 
Corp. Moriarity was stationed at 
Lacombe some years ago and made 
many friends by his genial person- 
ality. He was killed last week at 
Drumheller while making an ‘arrest, 
He was about to serve a summons 
on a farmer by the name of David 
Knox ‘for threatening Bailiff D. A. 
Cliver with a rifle. Moriarity had 
entered the farm yard and turned 
around to clove the gate when Knox 
fired at him with a rifle, the bullet 
entering Moriarity’s back, inflicting 
a terrible wound. Moriarity died al- 
mort instantly. Constable Allan, 
Who had accompanied Moriarity to 
the Knox farm, made a heroic at- 
tempt to save Moriarity from furth- 
er bwilets and returned Knox's fire 
while he attempted to drag Moriarity 
to the car. Later in the day, police 
from Drumheller and Calgary detach- 
ment surrounded Knox in a granary 
where he was killed, 

The coroner's jury decided that 
Knox came to his death by suicide. 
Some doubt was expracsed by wit- 
necacs who believed that Const. Al- 
lan may have fatally wounded him 
when he ran from the farm house af-

SOMETHING NEW 
IN PIONEERING 
The American frontier has now 
moved north. Two hundred famil- 
ics in farming districts in Michigan, 
Wisconsin and Minnesota are settling 
this year in Alaska, They are to oc- 
cupy land in a fertile valley one hun- 
dred and twenty-five miles north of 
Seward, where there is said to be 
room for eight hundred and fifity 
more with the holdings limited to 
forty acres.. While they will have 
to face rigorous conditions, © they 
have been chosen with that in view. 
and if they turn out to be the right 
sort their prospects of making a 


good living in their new homes are |. 


said to be good. 

The migration differs from that 
which lasted over so many years and 
brought the opening of the west. 
‘Phoge..who participated.in the latter 
had to look after themselves.and it’ 
iz a great record of individual ach- 
ievement, with many romantic as- 
pects, that they have to their credit. 
The Alaskan settlers are being cared 
for by a government agency, which 
has built substantial homes in ad- 
vance of their arrival. These will 
cost about $3,000 each and be equip- 
ped with running water though with- 
out electricity or baths. Thirty 
ycars is to be given for purchase of 
farms. Tracters and trucks, cows 
and horses, supplies for 9 hospital 
and a colony dairy are being furnish- 
ed out of public funds. ‘ The work- 
ing out of the experiment will be 
well worth watching and it has par- 
ticular interest for Alberta in

Checkers At Washington

mometer readers, says Miss Johanna 
Busse of the bureau of standards at

her staff of women to cheek ther- 
mometers for the nation’s manufac-

The job includes placing thermo- 
meters in shaved ice, immersing 
them in boiling water and oil and in 
molten tin at temperatures ranging 
from 40 degrees below zero to 900 
degrees above. Cold hands and 
scorched fingertips are the lot of 
Miss Busse. 

She said thermometers are “tricky” 
instruments, sometimes only approxi- 
mating temperatures. That is caused 
by the bulb, she explained, which not 
only varies in the same type of in- 
strument, but changes size from time 
to time due to expansion and con- 
traction.

Seeding Soy Beans 


Experimental Farm Official Gives 
Ideas On Best Method 
Soybeans may be drilled solid, like 
small grains, or seeded in cultivated 
rows, usually 28 inches apart. The 
grain drill can be used for both 


‘methods, writes F. Dimmock, Central 


Experimental Farm, Ottawa. 

Drilled seeding has generally re- 
sulted in slightly higher yields of 
both hay and seed than from row 
planting, but the latter method of 
seeding is usually recommended, 
especially for new growers. In the 
first place soybeans start very slow- 
ly and unless the land is exception- 
ally clean, the crop is liable to be 
crowded out by weeds. Row seeding 
allows cultivation, and weeds can be 
kept down to a large extent by this 
means. Where the crop is grown for 
seed, row seeding results in better 
and more even maturity and some- 
what plumper grain. Drill seeding 
on the other hand produces a finer 
quality of hay which cures more 
easily than hay produced in spaced 
rows. : 

The amount of seed required to 
plant an acre depends to some extent 
upon the variety, as soybean seed 
varies somewhat in size, according 
to the variety. In general, however, 
row seeding will require from 30 to 
45 pounds of seed per acre, while 
drilled seeding will require 90 to 120 
pounds of seed per acre. The drill 
should be regulated to drop the seed 
about 1 to 2 inches apart in row 
planting, and 2 to 3 inches apart 
where drilled solid. 

The time of seeding will vary 
somewhat according to locality and 
conditions. At Ottawa, seeding about 
the middle of May has been found 
very satisfactory. 


Penalty For Stealing 


Century Ago Boy In Nova Scotia 
Had Ears Clipped 

There was a time if a man stole 
a loaf of bread he was sentenced to 
the galleys, but ‘a little more than a 
century ago there was a lad in St. 
Anne’s, Cape Breton, who confessed 
to stealing some money and had one 
of his ears clipped as the penalty. 

The parents of the boy, rather 
than send him to Sydney for trial, 
dispatched their son to a meeting of 
local school trustees attended by 
Magistrate Norman MacLeod, color- 
ful figure in Nova Scotia history. 
The magistrate and the Officials were 
to determine the punishment. 

After “short deliberation among 
these individuals they concluded 
that rather than the boy should be 
sent to Sydney and there confined at 
severe seagon of the year and finally 
undergo punishment of the law for 
the offence it would be less severe 
punishment to take off a small part 
of one of his ears.” ;

Too Much Sunshine 


Ceylon, Colombo, Faces Famine Un- 
less They Get Rain 

The Times of Ceylon, Colombo, 
says seldom has sunshine, the tradi- 
tional harbinger of happiness, so 
completely meant the reverse of 
good fortune ‘as has been the recent 
and present experience in Ceylon. In 
his statement in the State Council 
at the end of March Sir Baron Jaya- 
tilaka declared that if there was no 
break in the weather at once a state 
of famine would be found to super- 
vene. That propliecy of woe seems 
to be in process of fulfilment. The 
weather reports continued to record 
the absence of rain in precisely those 
parts where rain is most needed to 
abate the malaria epidemic and to 
prevent crop failure. The rainfall to 
date since the beginning of the year, 
comparing most unfavorably with 
the average for the corresponding 
period during two is dis- 
astrously deficient. The far-reaching 
effect of this second drought, com- 
ing on top of the drought of last 
year, it is impossible to forecast.

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i Canada's Greatest Problem 


The Canadian people are confronted with a gigantic problem. We say 
the Canadian people advisedly because, while governments, Federal, Pro- 
vincial and Municipal are all struggling with it, the problem is one towards 
the solution of which individual citizens must make their contribution. The 
fact that it is a problem facing all other nations offers no consolation be- 
cause the more acute and difficult it is in other lands only serves to make 
it more difficult in Canada. 

The problem can be stated in two or three words,—unemployment and 
relief. j 
: The unemployed man or woman wants work and the wages which work 
will bring to them. Failing work and wages, they must be provided by 
Governments with the necessities of life—food, clothing, fuel and shelter. 

Such necessities can, of course, only be provided by the State through 
the taxation of those other men and women who are employed, or still have 
some savings accumulated throughout the years of the past in order to 
make provision for their own future and old age. .The only other way is 
for Governments to borrow money and add. such borrowings to their public 
debts upon which interest must be paid through increased taxation, and the 
principal sum of which is passed on as a liability for future generations 
to meet. 

So far as municipalities, with their small and Imited sources of revenue, 
are concerned, many have reached the limit of what their taxpayers are 
able to pay in order to care for those who are unemployed: Further taxa- 
tion simply means that more people will be unable to pay it, and, failing to 
do so, will lose what they still have and will, in turn, be forced “‘on relief”. 
Faced with this situation, a largely attended conference of the mayors of 
the leading cities and towns of Canada unanimously declared the inability 
of the municipalities to any longer carry their share of the relief burden 
and called upon the Federal Government to assume it in its entirety. 

On their part, the Provinces,—and more particularly the Western Prov-

U.S. Trying To Stop Flow Of Contra- 
band Food Stuffs From. Canada 
The United States border patrol 

has asked for more strength with 
which to fight its “onion war,” as 
customs and immigration officials 
sought to check the flow of smuggled 
foodstuffs from Canada. 

John L. Zurbrick, district director 
of immigration, announced he had 
requested the addition of 50 agents 
to his staff, and.had asked for addi- 
teonal speed boats and automobiles 
with which to patrol the interna- 
tional boundary. 

Speedcraft are plying the Detroit 
river from Port Huron to Toledo in 
a racket as extensive as the liquor 
running of pre-repeal days, he de- 
clared.

Sir Julian Cahn, noted British 
cricket captain. who took a British 
eleven to the United States and Can- 
ada 18 months ago, holds the world’s 
record for long distance telephoning. 
Sir Julian’s record, said wireless tele- 
phone operators of the Canadian 
Pacific liner Empress of Britain 
when the world cruise ship arrived at 
Hong Kong recently, was made two 
weeks before when the ship was at 
sea between Singapore, Straits Set- 
tlements, and Bankok. 

Atmospherics prevented the recep- 
tion of a call from the Empress of 
Britain to Nottingham, England, by 
the London receiving terminal. But 
the call was successfully completed 
by routing it direct from the ship to 
San Francisco, overland from there 
to New York, and by beam wireless 
to England. 

At the time Sir Julian talked he 
was seven hours ahead of London 
time. The San Francisco control 
station was nine hours behind Lon- 
don and New York, of course, three 
hours ahead of the Pacific station. 
Rough computation shows a distance 
of 17,887 miles for the conversation 
between the Empress of Britain and 
London off which 9,275 miles was a 
direct connection between the ‘ship 
and San Francisco. Direct, the voice 
would have travelled, only 7,950 
miles.

First Commoner Appointed 


Shortly After Confederation A Com- 
moner Was Appointed Governor- 
General Of Canada 

A document put before the judicial 
committee of the privy council in 
London, showed that shortly after 
confederation a commoner was ap- 
pointed as governor-general of Can- 
ada. Some authorities had believed 
John Buchan, who will succeed the 
Earl of Bessborough in that office, 
was the first commoner. 

The document showed that more 
than 60 years ago Sir John Young 
held office as a baronet. He was 
therefore regarded as a commoner. 
He was appointed governor-general 
in, 1868, upon the resignation of Vis- 
count Monck, the Dominion’s first 
governor-general, who inaugurated 
the federation of 1867. 

Sir John was created Baron Lisgar 
in 1870. He relinquished the office 
two years later. 


Turbulent History 


South African Political Leaders Are 
Now Colleagues In Same Party 
General J. B. M. Hertzog, prime 

minister of South Africa and veteran 

of many a bitter battle in the mili- 

tary and political fields, was 69 years 

old on April 3rd. 

The event served as a striking re- 
minder that the political leaders who 
have guided the union through years 
of turbulent history since the Boer 
war are aging fast and must soon 
yield to younger blood. 

Hertzog’s second in command in 
the union’s Fusion government, Gen- 
eral Jan Christian Smuts, will be 65 
in May. Only recently his iliness 
occasioned much alarm in South 
Africa. 

The two national leaders, for 20 
years bitter political foes, are now 
colleagues in the same party.

“Silent” House Will Be Shown At 
London Exhibition 

London is to have a “house of 
hush”, a house so quiet that in it a 
person may be able to hear the pro- 
verbial pin drop.

Error In Scottish Not 


Many Million Have To Be Withdrawn 
From Circulation 

Following the detection of an error 
which had existed in the design in 
Scottish bank notes for many years, 
Millions of them will be withdrawn 
from circulation. The Bank of Scot- 
land, the National Bank of Scotland, 
and the British Linen Bank have 
been using the royal arms in the de- 
sign of their notes. The royal arms 
are the ensigns of public authority, 
and can only be used by the King or 
government officials. It was only 
recently, when a question was raised 
as to why the Bank of England did 
not use one or other of the royal 
arms, that their use on the Scottish 
notes was challenged, Francis J. 
Grant, the Lyon King-of-Arms, who 
investigated the matter, found that 
the officials were unaware of the 
regulation.

Increased Taxation Brings In Large 
Sum Of Money 

Since its inception in 1931 the in- 
creased tax on tea has brought $5,- 
658,181 into the Dominion treasury, 
a return tabled in the House of Com- 
mons said. Answering a series of 
questions -on sums accruing to the 
treasury as a result of increased taxa- 
tion since the present administration 
come into office, the return gave 
these figures: 

Increase in newspaper postage,

" One will say that long ‘life is only 
attained by total abstinence and no 
smoking. Yet there are plenty cen- 
tenarians who will claim that a

another. If. totaf abstinence from 
alcohol and tobacco are the secrets, 
then there are thousands of people in 
Ontario who ought to live to 100 but 
won't.

Colors Affect Fish 


Large Number Have Weakness For 
Reds And Yellows 

Fish are extremely sensitive to 
color and most of them have a weak- 
ness for reds and yellows, according 
to John Berry, research officer to the 
Avon Biological Survey. 

Berry has been carrying out ex- 
periments to determine whether a 
barrage of colored lights might be 
effective in keeping vermin fish 
away from'the spawning grounds of 
salmon and other fish appreciated by 
anglers. 

He found that dark blue was the 
most - powerful . deterrent to eels, 


gudgeon. Greenish blue proved suc- 
cessful with miller’s thumbs, while 
other fish found plain green decided- 
ly annoying. Red, orange and yellow 
lights attracted most fish.

‘and upwards. odd thing is that 
few rise to question his figures. Are 
there not 18,000,000 homes with 
radios in the country? Are there 
not 4.1 persons per family? Doesn't 
this make something like 75,000,000 
listeners hanging on .the orator’s 
every word? 

But no one really knows how many 
of. the nation’s radios are tuned in 
on this particular earthshaking 
event, We know the millions of 
radios that are not attuned: the dials 
turned to the dance musié programs, 
the comedians, the face creams, the 
shaving soaps, the folksongs, the cig- 
arettes, the rumbas. No doubt, when 
you have made all deductions, like an 
income-tax statement, there will still 
be an’ impressive remainder. A na- 
tional figure over the radio may ad- 
dress perhaps five milliog listeners. 

But his speech on the front page 
of the papers next day will have 35,- 
000,000 readers.—New York Times. 


GARDENING

Shapes And Sizes 
Annual flowers are classified under 
various heads in the seed catalogues. 
Attention must be paid, of course, 
to time of blooming and color. Height 


“should also be noted as a medium 


sized plant hidden by some bushy 
stocks or tall Cosmos, will be “born 
to blush unseen’. ‘But these are only 
the most elemental, points which 
every gardener of a few years ex- 
perience now notes automatically. 
There are other and finer distinc- 
tions. Certain shades blend well to- 
gether and often a whole bed will 
be selected with this blending in 
mind. Of course for this sort of 
thing, all the plants must bloom dur- 
ing the same period. Fragrance 
should be taken into actount, as 
there are some spicy things like 
Evening Scented Stock, Nicotine, 
Mignonette, Sweet Sultan and Ver- 
bena, which while rather plain as 


plants, fill the whole garden with a 


delightful odor, more- especially in 
the evening. In shaded quarters, 
tuberous rooted Begonias, Pansies, 


and wild flowers will do well. In 


fact, they prefer this location to any 
other. In partial shade, Clarkia, 
Annual. Larkspur, Lupine, Nicotine, 
Phlox, and Verbena should be grown. 
On poor soil, Portulaca is a favorite 
as well as Alyssum, Sweet-scented 
Stocks, ,Linum, Calendulas, Calliop- 
sis, Sunflowers, Schizanthus, Salpi- 
giossis, Marigolds, Petunias, and 
many others. These will ‘also suc- 
cessfully.resist dry weather. For 
cutting purposes, there is a long list 
to choose from but it should include 
Gypsophila (Baby’s Breath) useful 
for making up boquets. There are 
several hardy annuals which.can be 
picked with long stems just before 
the bloom opens and dried for winter 
boquets. These include the Straw 
Flower, Statice, Acroclinium, Rhod- 
anthe and others. 


Fruit For The Garden 

A summer apple like Yellow Trans- 
parent, Astrachan or Melba should 
be chosen for dessert purposes, or 
Duchess for cooking; for fall, 
Wealthy; for early winter the Mc- 
Intosh or Delicious; and for late 
winter, the Northern Spy. In the 
Prairie Provinces or Northern Que- 
bec and Ontario, there are some new 
hardy types as well as good crab- 
apples available. - Among sweet 
cherries, Windsor, Bing and Tartar- 
ian are recommended, while Mont- 
morency and Harly Richmond are 
standards of the other type. Clapp’s 
Favorite is one of the best pears, 
coming, very early, while Bartlett is 
a good later sort. Plums are grown 
almost anywhere in Canada, as well 
as currants, raspberries, straw- 
berries, blackcaps, thimble berries, 
loganberries, and gooseberries. Grapes 
are fairly hardy, and among the best 
are the Lindley.

The famed hormone, developed 
originally at Toronto for the treat- 
ment of diabetes, by Sir Frederick 
Banting and Dr. C. H. Best, also has 
proven valuable, Dr. Shelton report- 
ed, in combatting a wide range of 
human ailments. 

“From the intelligent application 
of insulin,’’ he stated, “benefit can be 
secured for persons suffering from 
tuberculosis, mental difficulties, nar- 
cotic addiction, the various types of 
anaemia and kidney and gther dis- 

orders.” 

In the treatment of underweight 
persons, Dr, Shelton said, insulin 
produces an increased appetite. 


Beats Pidvions Peak Year 


World Record Set By British Indus- 
tries During 1934 

Britain reached its all-time peak 
of industrial activity during the past 
year, it is revealed by a survey of 
the Board of Trade Journal. 

In manufacturing industries even 
+the previous peak year of 1929 was 
beaten by a comfortable margin. 
Non-ferrous metals made the great- 
est strides in 1934, followed by iron 
and steel, mines and quarries, gas 
and electricity, engineering and ship- 
building and textiles. 

The survey showed Britian led the 
word in building activity, with Italy 
a poor second. 

The United Kingdom’s national ac- 
counts for the financial year ended 
April 1 showed a surplus of £7,562,- 
000 (approximately $36,300,000).

Making Use Of Truncheons 


Germany Turning Rubber Cudgels 
Of Police Into Motor Tires 

The rubber truncheons carried by 
German police are being turned into 
motor tires. 

The Prussian police, soon after 
General Goering became Premier of 
Prussia, were relieved of their hard 
rubber truncheons, which have since 
been lying in store. The current 
campaign to increase Germany's self- 
dependence and to reduce imports of 
‘raw materials by stimulating the 
production of German substitutes and 
regenerating textile, metal and rub- 
ber waste, has again attracted at- 
tention to them. An order has now 
been given that the whole stock of 
truncheons is immediately to be used 
in this way. 


New Signalling System 

A new signalling system, with 
photo-electric “eye” apparatus and 
lookout screens for signal boxes, is 
being considered in London, for the 
four main-line railways. Trains miles 
away will be made visible on the 
screens in thick fog or darkness, and 
signalmen will be able to “look in” 
at approaching traffic. All four main 
groups may be converted to the new 
system in three years.

Rust Resistant Wheat 


National Research Council Reports 
That Success Attends Efforts 

Indications of success in the 
search for rust resistant wheat were 
listed as the associate committee on 
grain reearch of the National Re- 
search Council continued delibera- 
tions at Winnipeg. 

Of 19 new varieties of rust re- 
sistant wheats developed by Cana- 
dian plant breeders, 15 have™ given 
higher yields than Marquis, 15 ripen- 
ed earlier than Marquis and at least 
eight varieties were considered satis- 
factory in milling and baking quality, 
reports studied by the committee dis- 
closed. 

The eight most satisfactory varie- 
ties will be multiplied as rapidly as 
possible for further tests, it was de- 
cided. Fifty bushels of one variety 
are already available. Tests of other 
varieties will be continued as well. 

The tests made in 1934 involved 
nearly 2,000 plots at 13 points in the 
prairie provinces and more. than 
4,000 milling and baking tests were 
made. Weight per bushel, protein 
content, carotene content, loaf vol- 
ume, crumb texture and crumb color 
were among the tests. The 1935 tests 
will include semi-commercial milling 
and baking tests in the United States 
and Europe.

SPRING LIGHTNING 


Lightning and moonlight pictures are unusual and fascinating and you 
can take them with any kind of a camera, 


April miilive not only bring May 
flowers but night-time electrical 
storms as well, And there's your 
chance for sensational lightning pic- 
tures. 

With the dark, clouded skies the 
sharp ribbons of lightning spread 
in fantastic, fascinating flashes and 
when caught by the camera, the re- 
sult‘ng picture is really something 
to talk about and adds variety and 
interest to your snapshot album. 

There is no trick involved in tak- 
ing lightning pictures. In fact, it’s) 
quite simple. If it is raining during 
the time the lightning is weaving its 
webs of flashes across the sky, and 
you don’t want to get wet, take your 
pictures from the inside through an} 
open window. Place the camera on 
a tripod or something solid at the 
open window and point it in the di- 
rection of the last few flashes. Set 
your shutter at “time”, using the 
largest diaphragm opening or “stop.” 
You may close the shutter after the 
first flash or leave it open for the’ 
registering of several flashes. Of 
course, if you leave the shutter open 
for many flashes, you will get a fan-| 
tastic conglomeration of ribbons of, 
light but not a true picture of a sin- | 


gle flash. However, it will be un-’ 


usual, to say the least, and well’ 
worth adding to your collection of 
“freaks.” 

If it is an _  honest-to-goodness 
storm, it will pay you in self satis-' 
faction to take several pictures, for 
the more brilliant the flashes and, 
the more ribbons of light zigzagging | 
through the dark skies, the greater 
the es for a really spectacular 
picture. 

The only form of lightning that 


does not register satisfactorily is 
sheet lightning. It merely  uni- 
formly illuminates a broad expanse 
of sky. With this kind of lightning, 
however, interesting silhouettes of 
trees and buildings can be secured. 

And while discussing Dame Na- 
ture’s “lighting plant,” pictures by 
moonlight should not be overlooked. 

Moonlight will serve to make pic- 
tures just as sunlight does, but as! 
it is a great many times weaker than 
sunlight, exposures must be increas- 
ed considerably. Perhaps the sim- 
plest way to calculate a moonlight 
exposure is to give 25 minutes for 
each 1|/100 second exposure that 
would be given the Same scene by 

| sunlight, 

For example, the exposure in 
bright sunlight for a landscape with 
a dark-toned object in the immediate 
foreground, would be 1/25 of a sec- 

|.ond with stop f.11 or U.8.8. Then 
| the exposure by the light of a full 
moon would be 100 minutes with the 
same stop. This could be cut down 
to 50 minutes with stop f.8 or U.S.4. 
| For @ landscape without a dark- 
toned object in the immediate fore- 
ground about 25 minutes with £.8 or 
U.S.4 would be ample, and for dis- 
tant landscapes the exposure can be 
from 10 to 15 minutes. 

|! If a daylight effect is desired, the 
exposure must be multiplied by four, 
and this applies only to nights when 
the sky is clear and the moon is full. 
| With a single lens and all fixed 
focus cameras, use the largest stop 
and double the exposures given 
above. 

So—let the sky light your way to 
out-of-the-ordinary pictures.

Grown In Dry 


Red Clover t Always Popular 


Seed Supply Is Not. Not As Large This 
Year 

Red clover is always in popular | 
demand in Canada and promises to 
be in more than average demand this 
spring owing to the unusual shortage 
and high price of alsike and timothy 
seed, According to the Seed Branch, 
Dominion Department of Agriculture 
the red clover seed supply is not as 
large as in most years. Last year’s 
total production in Canada was about 
two and one-half million pounds, and 
with the half million pounds or so of 
imported English red clover seed 
there will be available for seeding in 
Canada this spring about three mil- 
lion pounds, The normal annual 
Canadian consumption is more than 
this being between four and five mil- 
lion pounds. 

The continued low — purchasing 
power of farmers will of course have 
an effect in reducing seed purchases, 
but the relatively low price for red 
clover seed, as compared with alsike 
and timothy, will probably increase 
the preference for red to the extent 
that the total supplies of red clover 
seed available will likely all be need- 
ed before the season is over. 


Precautionary Measures Needed 


In Selecting Field Crops To Be 


Most of last year’s red clover seed 
crop in Canada was grown in East- 
ern Ontario and Quebec, which is for- 
tunate from the standpoint of seed 
hardiness and purity...The greater 
part of this seed is now in the hands 
of the seed houses for resale, but 
considerable quantities are still held 
by the growers in the Plantagenet 
area in Eastern Ontario and in the 
Montreal district in Quebec.

Made Aviation History 


’Plane That Once Commanded Head- 
lines Now Carrying Fish 
Lazily “winging its way, a huge 
aeroplane of the monoplane type, 
may be seen daily plying a scheduled 


fish run between Cheecham, Alberta, 
200 miles north of Edmonton, and 
the numerous lakes in the northland. 
Once it commanded newspaper head- 
lines and played a part in making 
aviation history. 

With Bernt Balchen and Floyd 
Bennett at the controls, the big ship, 
in 1928, rescued Baron Gunther von 
Huenfeld, Captain James Fitzmaurice 
and Captain Hermann Koehl, forced 
down on the first east-west trans- 
Atlantic flight, on lonely Greenly 
Island, off the rockbound coast of 
Labrador. 

The crew of the Bremen hopped 
off from Ireland on April 12. Their 
gasoline supply became exhausted 
after a 2,125-mile flight: across the 
ocean. Almost within flying reach 
of New York, their objective, they 
were forced to land. Balchen and 
Bennett, in response to an SOS, res- 
cued them from the rocky island in 
the Straits of Belle Isle where they 
had smashed their aeroplane. 

Later, the big monoplane carried 
the mother of Charles A. Lindbergh 
from Mexico City to New York when 
the flying colonel was engaged in a 
North and South American flight. 
For three years the big, all-metal 
ship loaded with sight-seers, was a 
familiar sight over Niagara Falls, 
To-day, it is relegated to the com- 
menplace task of hauling fish to 
market from the lakes in Northern 
Alberta.

Areas Tn West 


The scarcity of feed crops during 
the past season became more serious 
when it decreased the efficiency of 
farm horse power at the very time 
that powet was urgently needed to 
enable return to more normal condi- 
tions, 

Experiments and observations at 
the Dominion Experimental Station, 
Swift Current, Saskatchewan, indi- 
cate that precautionary measures in 
the future should include growing 
those crops which are row known to 
be more certain of production. An- 
nual feed crops offer more security 
in most cases, when grown on sum- 
mer-fallowed land. 

Banner oats grown on summer- 
fallowed land at -the Dominion Ex- 
perimental Station, Swift Current, 
during the past thirteen years have 
never failed to produce téasonably 
00d crops of fodder. Grasses and 
legumes have failed to provide stands 
in dry season. When established in 
a favourable location or in seasons 
of good rainfall, they have produced 
fair yields. Due to failures in dry 
seafcons, grasses and legumes grown 
in definite rotations have . produced 
40 to 60 per cent. less fodder than 
oat hay grown on summer-fallow. 

When grasses and legumes are to 
be grown, they should be sown on 
land that is likely to be favoured 
with more than the average amount 
of soil moisture, such as can be sup- 
plied by run-off water by natural or 
artificial means. Tests indicate that 
seeding may be done in early spring 
or in June, also in the late fall in 
some districts. At the same time 
consideration should be given to pre- 
vailing soil moisture and seasonal 
conditions. The seed should be sown 
shallowly on a firm, level seed-bed. 

Annual fodders, such as cereal 
crops cut in the late milk or early 
dough stage, are more adaptable to 
dry farming conditions. The seeds 
are large and may be planted deeply 
and leave the soil in a lumpy condi- 
tion to prevent soil drifting. Wheat 
is a valuable feed for all classes of 
livestock either as fodder or grain. 
Prolific spring rye, Banner oats and 
Colsess barley are also good annual 
hay crops. When grain crops are 
sown in combination for hay pur- 
poses the yield and palatability are 
likely to be improved. Fall rye is 
very useful as an early maturing hay 
crop or as a supplementary pasture 
crop. Fall rye and Banner oats sown 
85 pounds each per acre at any time 
from early spring to June 30, provide 
excellent annual pasture.—-H. J. 
Kemp, Dominion Experimental Sta- 
tion, Swift Current, Sask. 


Sees No Real Danger 


British Editor Finds Strong Anti- 
War Feeling Everywhere 


“There is no real danger of a 
European war for at least eight or 
nine years—and, if we have not found 
means of doing away with it by that 
time, we will deserve one.” 

Thus Vernon Bartlett, Foreign 
Editor of the London News Chron- 
icle, editor of the magazine World, 
and late chief commentator for the 
British Broadcasting Corporation, 
summed up the present state of af- 
fairs in Europe, when he addressed a 
large audience in Convocation Hall, 
Toronto. 

“Everywhere I go I find a strong 
anti-war feeling,” declared Mr. Bart- 
lett. “There has been no belief in 
any country I have been in that war 
would better matters any.” 

Adolph Hitler himself did not want 
war 

“Germany knows that she has far 
fewer friends to-day than she pos- 
sessed in 1914,"’ he continued. “I do 
not think that she would risk the 
folly of plunging Europe into an- 
other war. There are various other 
highly important reasons. For one 
thing, Germany is very vulnerable 
from the air, and aircraft will play 
a major part in the next conflict.” 


Many Farms Approved 

As a result of the first year’s oper- 
ation of the Grade Al policy of the 
Dominion Department of Agriculture 
for eggs, 540 farms have been ap- 
proved, upwards of 50,000 cases 
marketed, and a premium of approxi- 
mately $90,000 returned to the pro- 
ducers. Grade Al eggs are produced 
on farms approved by the Dominion 
Minister of Agriculture.
